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REMARKS 

Claim 11 was intended to require the presence of only a

single 20 a. a. "repeat sequence", cp. claims 12 and 13. However, 
by stating that the polypeptide "comprises the core protein" , 
claim 11 implied that the polypeptide had many repeats. The 
wording of claim 11 has been corrected.
